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Trade Topics. 
A Low Cost Raceway.

(Concluded.) 

Two causes may make the digging to 
size of some parts necessary. Either the 
ground may be so hard or compact that it 
will not wash or the grade at certain points 
may be necessarily so slight that the current 
will not be strong. The size of the waterway 
at points of small pitch and low velocity must 
be greater than at parts where the current 
is swift, in order to convey the required 
amount of water. When all the sections 
are connected it is time to turn in the water 
and let it begin its work. After the water 
has been flowing a few days or longer, as 
the case may require, the stones left loose 
in the bed should be thrown out onto orover 
the bank and the water again allowed to 
wash down the dirtand sand. As the water 
scours along the bottom, so it also works 
away the sides of the race, and as fast as 
the rock and stone thus loosened and ex- 
posed are thrown out, so fast does the water 
continue to deepen and widen its course. 
When the taking outof stone is discontinued 
the enlarging action stops. 

* In running around a side hill the digging 
ut of stone should always be done on the 


___ p- hill side of the stream, thus keeping a 


proper bank on its lower side. The length 
of time required for the water to wear down 
a course will vary greatly according to the 
nature of the ground and the velocity of the 
flow. Usually, with a fair velocity, it will 
scour out its course just as fast as the stones 
are thrown out, which latter will depend on 
whether there is one employee on the work 
oradozen. In some instances, on a race- 
way a few hundred feet long, one man can 
handle the whole work of taking out stone 
fairly well. That is if the whole thing is not 
expected to be completed within a few days. 
At all events the work of getting out the 
stone loosened by the water is not a serious 
matter, and the stone can be handled very 
readily and easily in most instances. 

A point of importance in establishing the 
grades on the raceway is to secure sufficient 
pitch at all parts so that the water every- 
where will have sufficient velocity to take 
along the loose earth which has been washed 
out above, even if the water does not scour 
at this particular part. As an example of 
this, a raceway of about 500 feet length 
which was built a few years ago may be 
given: The ground in the section where 
this race is located is generally gravel, loam 
andsand. The race takes a course from 
the river down a steady incline and then 
around a side hill to the forebay of the mill. 

Digging was begun at a number of points 
along the line, and where the ground was 
clear sand and a very steep grade could not 
be had the ditch was dug larger, almost to 
its final dimensions, all of the other parts of 
the course being left to wash out. The 
grade of the line varies from 1 in 20 to 1 in 
10 on an average. When the water was 
turned on the race was for the most part 
nothing more than a ditch, but after run- 
ning a few days the water had washed out 
enough dirt to allow the clearing out of 
stone to begin. This was continued at odd 
times for two or three months, at the end of 
which time the raceway was sufficiently en- 
larged to convey all of the water needed, 
and the water now flows over a stony bed 
at all parts of the raceway except the one 
section through a clearsand. This section, 
along part of its length, is stoned up on the 
sides with a wall of 2 to3 feet height, simply 
to keep the sand from caving down into the 
stream. Around the side hill where the 
line passes all of the digging out of stone 
was done on the up hill side of the stream, 
thus keeping it from eating its way out 
through the lower bank on the down hill 
side. 

In cross section the area of the race- 
way at present varies from about 30 to 50 
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square feet, it being possibly a little more over a pulley on the shaft of one of the guide

Taken in places where the nature of the 
ground is favorable and a sufficient grade 
can be had this process makes a very ef- 
fective and low priced method of con- 
structing a raceway.

Marking Paper. 


Illustrations are given of an im- 
proved appatatus whereby designs, fig- 
ures, letters or other marks or emboss- 
ings can be produced upon paper in the 
course of its manufacture, that is to say, 
when in the state of a wet web as formed 
in a paper making machine. 

The apparatus operates by applying 
upon a wet web of paper as formed ina 
paper making machine, such for example 
as an ordinary Fourdrinier or cylinder 
machine, or other machine, and whether 
such wet web is single, duplex or other- 
wise, paper or other pulp is allowed to 
flow through a perforated sheet, which 
is preferably an endiess Prareling sur- 
face which is eae ve or stenciied only 
at such parts as ¢ 
signge figures, letters, marks or emboss- 
ing to be produced. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of the ma- 
chine; Fig. 2 is a plan of the same; 
Fig. 3 is a side elevation illustrating a 
modification of the machine.

d@ is a pulp box fed from a pulp sup- 
ply chest, ¢. One side of the box d is 
continuously formed by a portion of the 
upwardly traveling part of the wire a so 
that the pulp is drawn or sucked upon 
the wire, partly by the action of the va- 
cuum box / and partly by gravitation.

In the modification represented in Fig. 3 
the endless sheet which is perforated or 
stenciled with the designs or marks to be 
| produced forms the periphery or circumfer- 
ence of a rotating skeleton drum, 7, which 
has closed ends and constitutes the box for 
the pulp used to produce the designs or 
marks, the pulp being supplied through the 
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hollow axle / of the drum. The paper 
from the couch rolls c’ c’ of the machine is 
led on to an endless wire, a, (which may if 
preferred be the same wire as that of the pa- 
per making machine) which is guided by rol- 
lers, 6 6 6, and couching rolls, and conducts 
it under and against the drum or pulp box 
Jj. Inits passage under this box the paper 
has pulp deposited or drawn upon it through 
the perforations or stencilings of the endless 
sheet g. The wire a then conducts the 
paper web to the couch rolls ¢ ¢ from which 
it may either go to the endless felt # which 


a travels past the pulp box ¢,a web of paper | conducts it to the press rolls # #, or as shown 


becomes formed thereon and this web is 
carried up to the upper pulp box /, but be- 
fore reaching this box the endless sheet ¢ 
comes upon it so that it is as it were sand- 
wiched between the endless sheet g and 
the endless wire While passing the 
pulp box /, pulp passes through the perfora- 
tions or stencilings of the sheet ¢ and 
through these parts only, the result being 
that the designs or marks which the per- 
forations or stencilings represent become 
deposited upon the wet web of paper. The 
wire a and the metal sheet g separated 
at their respective guide rollers 4 and 4 
above the pulp box / and the wire a, with 
the wet paper web having the designs or 
markings upon it proceeds to the couching 
rolls ¢¢, passing on its way over another 
vacuum box m. The pulp used to produce 
the designs or markings may be of the same 
texture and color as that used to form the 
wet paper web, or it may be of different 
texture or color as may be desired. The 
wire a, can receive its motion from the 
lower couching roll, which is driven in the 
ordinary manner, while the endless metal 
sheet ¢ can either be driven by a belt from. 
the shaft of the lower couching roller. or it 
can receive its motion as shown in the draw- 
ings by means of the belt 7, which passes

Right of Redemption.

By the old common law a mortgage 
of personal property gave an absolute title 
to the mortgagee on breach of the condi- 
tion. No process of foreclosure was neces- 
sary and there was no right of redemption ; 
but the same reasons which induced courts 
of equity to relieve mortgages of realty 


| after forfeiture have operated to induce a 


like interference to relieve a mortgagor of 
chattels. The hardship and injustice of al- 
lowing the mortgagee to insist upon a for- 
feiture in the case of a mortgage of chattels, 
are just as obvious as in the case of a mort- 
gage of real estate. The principles of 
equity, upon which the right of redemption 
should be allowed, are the same in both 
cases. 

It is the general rule that the only right 
of the mortgagor after forfeiture is the 
equitable right to redeem. He has no legal 
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right to redeem, except where such a right | 
is given by statute. A statute which con- 
verts the equitable right of the mortgagor 
into a legal right of course gives the mort- 
gagor a remedy at law for an infringement 
of his rights ; but this remedy at law must 
be sought agreeably to the ordinary rules 
affecting other actions at law. The fact 
that the property is no longer in the pos- 
session of the mortgagee, and that he can- 
not restore it upon a decree in favor of the 
mortgagor, does not enable the latter to re- 
cover damages at law for a wrongful sale 
of the property, instead of pursuing his 
remedy in equity. 

Relief in equity can be granted only 
upon payment or tender of payment of 
the whole mortgage debt. That must be 
averred and proved, and it lays the 
foundation of the only remedy in such a 
case. If asale of the mortgaged prop- 
erty realizes enough to satisfy the debt, 
together with the cost and expenses of 
the sale, then perhaps a tender would 
not be necessary. Although a mortgagee 
has disposed of the property, a court of 
equity can give complete relief by de- 
creeing damages; but the mortgagee, 
in case he has disposed of a portion of 
the property, cannot be compelled, in 
an action to redeem, to become a pur- 
chaser of such portion, or to acoount for 
it as upon a purchase at a valuation 
fixed by the court, If on accounting it 
appears that he has Ce wot th 


se int 


goods remaining in his Toul 
Desiljuiged to belong to tbe martian: 

Generaily the right to redeem is en- 
forced in equity without the aid of any 
statute. The established equitable doc- 
trine is that although upon the breach 
of the condition of a mortgage the title 
at law becomes absolute in the mort- 

gagee, the mortgagor may come into a 

court of equity to redeem, within a 

reasonable time, if the mortgagee has 

not barred the equity of redemption by 
foreclosure or sale. This may be re- 
garded as the settled rule in every 

State whose courts have full equity 

powers, and where redemption has not 

been specially provided for by statute, 
A bill in equity to redeem a mortgage 
cannot be maintained in States in which 
a remedy is provided by statute, unless 
a case is disclosed where, from the na- 
ture of the property mortgaged the peculiar 
relation of the parties or the difficulty of as- 
certaining the amount to be paid or ten- 
dered, it is apparent that the mode speci- 
fically provided by statute for redemption 
will not fully protect the mortgagor's 
rights. 

Ordinarily, where the debt or duty of the 
mortgagor is ascertained or fixed and the 
property mortgaged will pass by delivery, 
the statutory provisions furnish an effectual 
mode of protecting the rights of the mort- 
gagor, and there is no occasion for the in- 
tervention of a court of equity. 

Where it is impossible for the mortgagor 
to ascertain the amount due upon the mort- 
gage, he must at his peril tender a sufficient 
sum. The remedies provided by the statute 
may not afford the full relief to which he is 
entitled, and he may have the amount de- 
termined in equity. The time within which 
redemption must be made is to be counted 
from the beginning of the mertgagee’s ad- 
verse possession. If there is no adverse 
possession on the part of the mortgagee, as 
for instance where he holds 
under an agreement whereby the property 
is left in his possession and he is to have 
the use and receive the earnings of it until 
the debt is paid, no length of time will bar 
the action for redemption. If a mortgagee 
waives a forfeiture by accepting a partial 
payment, the time for redemption begins to 
run again from the time such partial pay- 
ment was made. In some States a right of 
redemption after forfeiture is provided for 
by statute, and when that is the case re- 
demption must be made within the time so

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Review of the Year. 


The usual summary of the course of 
the markets for the year last ended is here- 
with presented : 

The Paper Trade. 

With the year 1892 the paper trade, as a 

whole, felt a good deal of satisfaction. 


Prices did not grow any larger, in sey 
constantly tended downward ; bt he 
ume of business was so great that 

the twelvemonths’ business showed very 
satisfactory profits. The year just closed 
started out with the best of intentions, and 
for the first six months the volume of trade 


was satisfactory ; but for the last half of the 
year trade was slow, and lower prices ruled 


in most grades. ‘The list of failures is con- ~~ 


siderably longer than the corresponding 
one for last year, and many of the largest 
financial disasters left practically nothing 
for the creditors. This same condition of 
affairs was to some extent the case in 1892, 
but the plan o: paning on insabapah 
a ee re,

than. it was lost year, and thi te tae ever 
e one omits in © rison a nur ber 
‘of cases in which the damage was slight. 
In almost all lines there was an increase of 
producing capacity, but this increase was 
not called upon in all grades, owing to the 
inactive condition of the market. 

There was this increased capacity in 
Writing papers, and while new mills mar- 
keted product, yet for the last part of the 
year they ran very irregularly, as did also 
many of the older mills. Careful inquiries 
among the manufacturers in this grade 
lead to the conclusion that since July 1 only 
about from 60 to 65 per cent. of the vapacity 
of writing mills was produced. At the be- 
ginning of the year there was a very steady 
call for product, and owing to the fact that 
with cholera in Europe there was likely to 
be a higher range in prices for rags, man- 
ufacturers of writing paper were not willine 
to make long contracts, and as a rule 
kept drders well within their control, \ 
cholera did not reach here, there was’ 
difficulty in getting stock, and business fet: 
off very considerably after July, so that 
after that transactions had a good deal of 
the hand to mouth character. Some mills 
shut down wholly, others shut down until the 
accumulation of orders enabled them to run, 
while others went along running two, three 
or four days a week, according to cireum- 
stances. Dealers ordered cautiously, and 
with all of these drawbacks stocks lightened 
up very considerably, and this state of 
affairs saved prices toa very large extent. 
Rates suffered very little during the year, 
and there was practically no change for 
some time. There was no inducement to 
cut prices on the part of those making well- 
known standard grades, as it was recognized 
that a slaughter of prices would not swell 
the volume of trade. Some mills which were 
fighting for a market made a slightly better

grade at the old price, but as a whole values .. 


held their own exceedingly well. 

The same general causes which operated 
in the Writing branch of the paper trade 
were of course equally at work in the Boo 
paper branch, and while business for the 
first six months was ample in proportions, 
that of the last six months was not satisfac- 
tory. Certain mills making standard 
grades, or rather those mills which made 
good papers and maintained their quality, 
were as arule able to keep in operation, but 
those on lower grades did not always have 
their lines cast in pleasant places. Some 
fibre papers which were a pressure on the 
market in 1892 exerted the same influence

No 
Ground Wood was imported at the port of 
New York during the year, but of course 
there was a steady supply from Canada 
during the entire twelve months. 

Wood Fibre. 

The imports of Chemical Fibre at the port 
of New York for several years past were 
as follows: 1888, 21,837 tons; 1889, 32,088 
tons ; 1890, 28,4334 tons ; 1891, 18,808 tons ; 
1892, 27,140% tons, and 1893, 23,408 tons. 
As -ompared with last year this shows a 
decrease of 3,732'% tons. At the opening 
business was very good, and the demand 
for fibre continued very fair, although prices 
were somewhat demoralized by low priced 
offerings in certain quarters.

As a specimen of the engraving art it is a 
gem, the caption, Firry Years, being in 
embossed gold letters, and the signature a 
facsimile of the autograph of the venerable 
and esteemed president of the company. 
The history of this popular house is well 
known to the trade, and yet as it enters the 
second half century a brief summary will 
bear repetition. 

The founder of the house, O. M. Butler, 
came West in 1841, bringing with him a 
stock of paper which he had received in 
lieu of wages. He finally located at St. 
Charles, some 30 miles west of Chicago, 
where, in 1842-43, he erected the first paper 
mill west of Ohio. Just fifty years ago, in 
conjunction with B. F. Hunt, he established 
a general merchandising business, with pa- 
per as the principal feature. With the view 
of marketing the product of the St. Charles 
mill a branch house was established at 
Chicago a short time subsequently, and it 
was then that this old and honored house 
had its inception, 

The branch handled only paper. The 
first location in Chicago was at 44 State 
street. In 1870 the location was changed to 
114-116 Wabash avenue, where the business 
was totally destroyed by fire on September 
4, 1870. Business was resumed at 144-146 
Monroe street, but went down again in the 
great conflagration of October 9, 1871. Be- 
fore the embers of the stock had ceased to 
burn business was resumed in temporary 
quarters on the West Side, where it was con- 
ducted until a location could be again se- 
cured on Monroe street. From 1881 to 1886 
the business was conducted at 173 and 175 
Adams street, when it was again removed 
to Monroe street, the change being made

LONDON, December 15, 1893. 

Pulp is the burden of my story. 
There are signs and tokens in the land that 
the sources of our supply are undergoing 
considerable modification, although none of 
the trade papers here have as yet taken the 
trouble to put two and two together. In 
the first place, a few months will see the 
finish of pulp manufacture in England. 
The Kellner-Partington Company. which 
introduced the industry, will shortly ship its 
pulp engines to Norway, and if Captain Par- 
tington finds that the game isn’t worth the 
candle, it is conclusive proof that pulp mak- 
ing will not ‘* go” in this tight little island. 
The captain is a genuine Lancashire lad, 
who delights to speak the broad Doric of his 
county. He is capable of performing any 
duty in a paper mill, and is never happier 
than when he can whip off his coat and give 
a machine man a few pointers. He passes 
as the best paper maker and the most ener- 
getic man among us, and it will be a rash 
man who follows him in his experiment. 

This home supply is of course, in point of 
quantity, an unimportant matter, but from 
authoritative advices, which I have just re- 


aii L. S. D. ceived at the time of writing, we are threat- 
? ened with a diminished output all over the 
Holyoke, Continent. Germany and Austria are largely 





sold forward until the end of the year 1894, 
and Scandinavia is hard at work prophesy- 
ing calamity. The mills are threatened 
with a prolonged drought ; they are on the 
edge of it already. The smaller concerns 
have been obliged to shut down temporarily 
at any rate, and the production of the larger 
ones is greatly reduced. Perhaps the most 
important field of supply is the Skien dis- 
trict, and here the total output of the mills 
has fallen by 60 per cent. It is reported 
that a leading Norwegian firm has placed a 
16,000 ton order in America. ‘This is carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle with a vengeance, 
but it writes it up large that we may very 
possibly have starvation rations of pulp and 
abnormally high prices. 

Now all this affects the American pulp 
man. It has been questioned here whether 
with the revival of trade you will be able to 
spare us much, but if you can there is a 
wider and a wider market for you. The 
Scottish mills in particular have found out 
what excellent stuff spruce makes, and 
several of the smartest agents have told me 
that their sales of American will turn a bad 
yearinto agood one. The most significant 
sign of all is that while I am writing the 
first cargo of American pulp ever landed at 
Cardiff is being stored at the Ely Paper 
Mills. This is the immense concern of 
Thomas Owen & Co., Limited, with seven 
machines running up to 106 inches in width, 
and there would be little surprise about the 
matter but that the company has a big pulp 
mill of its own in Norway. This cargo was 
brought by the steamship Northern Empire 
from Portland, Me., and has astonished gal- 
lant little Wales so much that a local paper 
surmises it to be ‘‘ the first load of Ameri- 
can pulp landed in this country!" Thomas 
Owen, by the by, is a smart man and can 
calculate how many blue beans make five 
with extreme accuracy. He was a draper 
not many years ago and is now a member 
millionaire or near it.

HOLYOKE, Mass., January 4, 1804. 

It seems a trifle odd to write 1894, but 
as I have got twelve months ahead of me in 
which to get my hand in I will soon become 
accustomed to the change. The old year is 
now a closed page of history, while the new 
one is ahead of us, full of uncertainty. I 
think that every manufacturer will unite 
with me in hoping that the new year will 
bring increased prosperity to the paper 
trade. It certainly stands in need of it. 

The condition of trade here can be 
summed up in a very few words. There is 
no change for the better worthy of mention- 
ing. Manufacturers say that their custom- 
ers are buying very sparingly. In fact, no 
one is ordering goods beyond immediate 
need. Consumers are not buying expensive 
papers, and business men are curtailing as 
much as possible in the use of office station- 
ery. Some printing establishments are 
running on short time and are reducing the 
working force. ’ 

Most of the manufacturers are busy tak. 
ing the annual inventory, and the clerks 
and bookkeepers are working longer than 
usual in order to finish the job as soon as 
possible. It would be very interesting to 
examine some of the balance sheets when 
they are finished. Some of the manufac- 
turers will find for the first time in their 
business experience that they have made 
very little money during the past twelve 
months and others will discover some loss. 

The stock market is featureless. Just 
now no one wants to buy rags, chemicals or 
raw material of any kind or at any price. 
The hotels, which at this season of the year 
always have had more or less drummers 
registered, are well nigh deserted. While 
returning from a business trip to Boston 
this week I saw one solitary stock drum- 
mer headed for Holyoke, and he has proba- 
bly fled before this. 

Holyoke’s new city government began to 
make local history on Monday, and much is 
expected of the new rulers, especially of 
Mayor Whitcomb. The new official's in. 
augural message was what might have 
been expected of a practical business man 
and manufacturer. It isa plain, straight- 
forward presentation of the present condi- 
tion, the needs and the necessary expendi- 
tures of the city. Mayor Whitcomb calls 
things by their proper names, and will 
without doubt havea successful administra- 
tion.

The rag market has been disturbed by 
the cholera scare and the figures have little 
meaning inthem. The imports from Spain 
and Algeria may be taken to be solely 
esparto, and the diminution arises in a 
measure from the fact that it is used less 
alone than formerly, makers finding that 
straw works well with it. Imports of the 
‘* grass” into the Tyne have almost stopped. 
As for pulp, note the decreasing preponder- 
ance of Norwegian over ‘* other countries” 
and draw your own deductions. 

Although many makers are busily and 
profitably employed trade on the whole is 
not good. Too many disturbing elements 
are at work. The cotton strike hit the 
heavy paper business hard, and the coal 
troubles paralyzed almost the entire indus- 
try. Now the Scottish nills are suffering 
from the shortness of fuel and the Lanca- 
shire makers are being harried by the pow- 
ers that be, who have suddenly awakened 
to the consciousness that there is an Act of 
Parliament forbidding the polution of run- 
ning water. Asthe Ribble, Mersey, Irwell, 
Medlock, Irk, Tib, Roach and the other 
streams had dirty faces when the paper 
men of the County Palatine first knew them, 
and as their fathers and their grandfathers 
before them had been ‘running off” any- 
thing they pleased into them, they feel hurt 
at this interference with good old customs. 
Moreover the cost of tankage and precipi- 
tation is a serious matter. Still the author- 
ities are in earn@st this time and the mak- 
ers will climb down without waiting to be 
shot. They would do it the more readily 
if they did not think the Rivers Committee 
has started at the wrong end. The local 
corporations are tranquilly running their 
sewage into the streams and the makers 
claim very naturally that these bigger 
sinners should be dealt with first. 

Your account of Lord Mayor Tyler in the 
issue of December 2, just to hand, is exact. 
Some details given by one or two of your 
contemporaries are making the London 
trade chuckle. The new Lord Mayor 
‘* started in life as a very poor boy.” This 
Dick Whittington sort of legend is in fash- 
ion. When W. H. Smith died one or two 
of the London dailies brought up the * poor 
boy” myth, whereas the business in the 
Strand was started when W. H. S. first saw 
the light. As for Mr. Tyler his father was 
a partner in Venables, Tyler & Co. when 
the future Lord Mayor was born, or soon 
after, and on the other hand, as to the 
£2,000,000 he is now credited with by your 
contemporaries, a good deal of it must be 
in Pennsylvanian bonds. Also it is a gro- 
tesque fiction to say that the Cheeryble 
brothers, of Dickens fame, were at one 
time partners in the house of Venables. The 
originals of the Cheeryble brothers were 
the brothers Grant, of Manchester, and 
were never in the paper trade. Such a 
pretty fairy tale as this is of course harm- 
less ; but if it has been taken seriously it is 
worth while to correct it. In the meanwhile 
Mr. Tyler has started his year of office 
inauspiciously. He is laid up with a severe 
attack of bronchitis at his house at Ken- 
sington. 

Escape from the monopoly of the Alkali 
Union seems a possibility at last to the trade. 
Every electrical genius in the country has 
had a shot at the electrolysis of salt, but all 
of the attempts which have been made have, 
with one exception, been failures. The 
anode, that is to say the substance forming 
the entrance way of the electric current into 
the brine, has been of too expensive a ma- 
terial and there has always been a wasteful 
formation of chlorates in the cathode de- 
partment, where the current leaves by way 
of the negative pole. At Snodland, Kent,a 
company connected with the paper firm of 
Townshend, Hook & Co. has been making 
good, strong bleach and the whitest of 70 
per cent soda for the last year or so by elec- 
trolysis and with much profit. Its anode is 
waste material; simply carbon from the gas 
retort, and it has replaced the porous dia-

proved method of doing this is given. The 
old way consisted in the use of several 
layers of paper, and between each was an 
application of glue. The glue would loosen 
in damp piaces, and that is why attempts 
have been made to dispense with the glue. 
People who have had the matter in hand have 
adopted a method by which a solid layer of 
paper is applied to the surface of the pulley | 
All mill men understand that 


and riveted. 
considerable power is saved where covered | 
pulleys are used. If the leather, rubber or 
canvas belt is allowed to run upon the metal 
surface of the pulley there is much slipping 
of the belt, and consequently power is 
lost. 
Nearly all pulleys are now covered. | 
Leather is the principal thing used, but it 
is costly. It wears off in a few years and | 
must be replaced. Two advantages are 
gained by the use of paper, namely, the 
saving in cost and the long time which 
paper lasts. The main difficulty heretofore 
has been the mode of connecting the laps of 
the covering. This seems to have been 
overcome by the adoption of a split end and 
a V-shaped union, as shown in the drawing.

the East. Not the least among the in- 
stances of industrial growth cited was 
the construction of large paper mills, 
which have only pointed the way to 


conceptions which will promote manu- | 


factures in other lines. We hope 
to see this promise realized. There 
is plenty of room and good reason for 
building manufactories close to sources 
of supply for raw material, and when 
these shall have been started our 
Western friends will realize that the 
home market is one which should be 
cherished. 


AN announcement from the Paper 
Makers’ Association of the United 
Kingdom gives promise of greater 
activity in that organization, should the 
purposes outlined be carried out. It 
is proposed to take steps toward fur- 
thering the interests of the British 
paper trade, and for securing therefor 
the protection which may be necessary. 
We do not understand this to mean 
tariff reform in the sense of encouraging 
legislation which will keep the British 
mills actively engaged by cutting off the 
destructive competition of Continental 
mills, but as designed to guard against 
enactments which may be prejudicial 
to the paper trade. Our British cor- 
respondent, whose letter will be found 
in another column, discloses one of the 
principal burdens of complaint, and we 
presume that more attention will be 
given to measures ostensibly framed to 
prevent the pollution of water courses 
by cutting off the discharge of refuse 
or waste liquors and substances into 


the streams. We do not know that there | 


is any other burning question which ex- 
cites the paper makers of the United 
Kingdom ; but there may be, and if 
the British Association shall develop an 
activity and force hitherto not exhib- 
ited it may be commended. Trade or- 
ganizations could and should be power- 
ful, if properly handled, and they ought 
to make themselves felt on all questions 
of legislation or public policy in which 
their interests are involved. 





PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 


The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted— 
at the port of New York during the 
month ended December 31, es reported, 
amounted to 11,029 bales and 981 tons, 
the difference in quantities compared 
with the corresponding month of 1892 
being a decrease in rags of 7,404 bales, 
in old papers a decrease of 1,489 bales, 


and in manilla stocks a decrease of 1,195 | 


bales. There was no wood pulp im- 
ported during December, and of chem- 
ical fibre 660 tons more than the No- 
vember imports were brought in. The

On December 28 John Stein, one of the 
engineers at the Tytus-Gardner Paper Com- 
pany's mill, Middletown, Ohio, was caught 
in the cogs of an agitator which he was ex- 
amining and instantly drawn down to 
death. James Case, in charge of the beater 
room, stopped the engine as soon as pos- 
sible, but too late to save the engineer. 
Stein had been in the employ of the com- 
pany for twenty years and was a sober and 
industrious man. He leaves a widow and 
five children. 

A fatal accident occurred on December 
27 at the Parker & Bassett’s paper mill in 
Dracut, Mass. Jerry Sullivan, who is em- 
ployed in the pulp department, while about 
his work got drawn into the shafting and in 
a second was whirling around with fearful 
rapidity. Before the machinery could be 
stopped Sullivan was terribly mangled, one 
leg was torn out, his arm was terribly lacer- 
ated and his body was wrenched in every 
conceivable way. He presented a terrible 
appearance and medical attendance was 
useless, as he died within half an hour. Sul- 
livan was about fifty years of age and leaves 
a widow, who is in a sickly condition, and 
six children, the oldest about nine years of 
age. saa 


Obituary. 





Bryan Donkin died in England on Decem- 


ber 4, 1893. He was the son of Bryan Don- | 


kin, F.R.S., of Bermondsey, London, build- 
er of the first practical paper machine for 
producing paper in a continuous web. The 
second Bryan Donkin was born in Ber- 
mondsey on April 29, 1809, and was edu- 
cated at Bromley, Kent; Paris; 
private schools near London. At an early 


age he was apprenticed to his father and | 
took an active part in designing, superin- | 


tending and assisting him in the construc- 
tion of paper mill and other machinery, as 
also in valuations and arbitrations. At that 
time he was brought into contact with Mark 
Isambard Brunel, of Thames Tunnel fame ; 
Heny Bessemer, of steel fame, and many 
other notable engineers, including the elder 
John Penn, Henry Maudsley, John Hall, 
Joseph Bramah and John Farey, the author 
of ** The Steam Engine.” In 1858 the firm 
of Bryan Donkin & Co. filled an order from 
the Russian Government to construct and 
set up all the machinery necessary for a 
new large paper mill to be erected at St. 
Petersburg, in place of an old hand-mill, for 
the manufacture of Russian bank notes and 
other state papers. 





Atvin RICHMOND, 
Alvin Richmond, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Little Falls, as well as of Herkimer 
County, N. Y., died on December 22. He 


had been in ill health for about three and a | 


half years, and his death had been antici- 
pated for some time. 

Alvin Richmond was born in Augusta, 
Oneida County, N. Y., April 15, 1807. He 
was son of Deacon Isaac Richmond, one of 
the pioneers of that section who came from 
New England. His brother, Hon. Seth M. 
Richmond, went to Little Falls from Oneida 
County in 1837, and Alvin became associated 
with him there in business in 1840, but did 
not take up his residence permanently until 
1842. The firm name was S. M. & A. Rich- 
mond, and it remained unchanged up to the 
time of the death of the subject of this 
sketch. They first did a mercantile busi- 
ness, but in 1842 they and William Paige 
built a paper mill, which was destroyed by 
fire in 1853, by which the firm lost nearly 
$50,000. A brick paper mill was built in its 
place, and the firm conducted it nine years, 
About 1855 they associated with them E, B. 
Waite and erected the large fine stone paper 
mill sold in 1889 to the Little Falls Paper 
Company. The firm was also engaged in 
the manufacture of axes for a number of 
years. 

The deceased was a man of much execu- 
tive ability, possessed a remarkable mem- 
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ory and was very successful in his business. 
He was of a very kind disposition, some- 
what reserved in his manner, and a good 
citizen. 

Alvin Richmond was married to Lydia 
Ann Allen, of Verona, Oneida County, in 
1836, who survives him. He also leaves 
one son, Hon, James A. Richmond, of New 
York, and one daughter, Mrs. Irving Snell, 
of Little Falls.

Practical Hints and Helps Around 
the Mill. 

[WRITTEN FOR THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ]

Perhaps no part of the paper making 
machine exerts a greater influence on the 
finish and appearance of the product than 
the spouts or sand screens leading from the 
stuff box to the screens. These spouts 
should have much attention and be fre- 
quently washed ; for it is here, if anywhere, 
that all sand, specks of iron, steel, brass 
and other metals are arrested and elimi- 
nated from the pulp, and any improvements 
promotive of less waste through sand or 
metal specked paper should certainly re- 
ceive the serious attention of the manufac- 
turer. 

The latest improvement here, as in the 
case of bleaching, is through electricity, 
operating on a system of magnets inserted 
throughout the interior of the spouts and 
attracting and holding the floating particles 
of iron and steel. There their usefulness 
ends, as they have little or no affinity for 
| brass, copper and various compound met- 
als which are frequently found among rags, 
and which indeed generally constitute the 
greater part of the metallic atoms in the 
pulp, as the sediment in the sand screens 
| will generally prove. It behooves the 
paper maker, therefore, to supplement his 
magnets with the best arrangement he can 
| find to prevent the particles which the mag- 
nets cannot detain from becoming a part of 
his paper. 

One of the best sand screens which the 
writer has seen is made as follows: The 
| spout is 3 feet wide altogether, with two 
| division strips running lengthwise and sepa- 
rating it into three waterways of equal 
width and with a passageway around one 
|} end of each of the division strips. The 
| stuff enters one side from the stuff box and 
runs the length of the spout, then doubles 
| on itself to the point of starting, then back 
again and into the screens, through suitable 
conductors. The channels in the spout are 
grooved on the side every 15 or 18 inches, 
and 3-inch strips are inserted in each 
groove, resting on a strip of felt on the 
bottom. About every third space a strip 
is inserted from the top and immersed about 
2 inches ; this acts as a skimmer, arrest- 
ing any floating chips, &c., and stopping 
the rapidity of the flow enough to let par- 
ticles of metal sink under the level of the 
bottom strip. The screens ought to be 
cleaned out twice a week at least. 

One of the greatest improvements around 
a machine for both employer and employed 
isin the matter of pulp screens, the substitu- 
tion of the noiseless screens for the rattling, 
noisy, ear splitting knocker screens. To doit 
justice, the old-fashioned ‘‘ knocker” screen 
did very good work and answered its purpose 
very well; but, with the introduction of the 

improved almost noiseless and easy running 
| screens of to-day,no manager can be ex- 

cused for making any extensive improve- 
ments which do not include some of the lat- 
ter, and certainly no new plant is ever 
started with the old style. 

Aside from the great noise of a knocker 
screen, which makes it difficult to converse 
in the machine room, its motion is only 
given on one side and it requires a propor- 
tionately greater knock to exert a shaking 
movement over the whole screen than is the 
case where the upward movement is given in 
the centre of the screen. It therefore takes 
more power to operate and the violence of 
its working loosens its parts frequently, 
especially the plates, and makes it a con- 
stant ‘‘ bill of repairs.” 

In making fine papers for lithographic 
and magazine papers great care must be ex 
ercised in forming the paper on the wet part 
of the machine. Quantities of paper are 
sometimes rejected on account of the wire 
marks showing on the surface of the paper, 
that is, on the side formed next to the wire. 
This paper the manufacturer has to sell for 
what he can get, and sometimes the loss is 
serious. The paper may be so deeply in- 
dented from contact with the wire and the 
force of the suction in the suction boxes as 
to render it almost impossible to attain a 
smooth, even surface in finishing. 
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A machine for this purpose must needs 
have a long wire with a medium suction. 
Here the length of the wire gives the water 
a chance to drain out (much more than a 
short one) before the pulp reaches the suc- 
tion boxes and therefore the work of the 
suctions is greatly lessened, as the more 
water there is in the pulp the harder the 
suction pumps have to work, and conse- 
quently the more forcibly the pulp is drawn 
into the meshes of the wire. As the pulp 
settles on the wire the water on top forms a 
vacuum and not only marks the paper very 
deeply from the wire, but increases the 
work of the pumps. If troubled in this way 
the remedy is to run slower, or rig up a 
couple of squeeze rolls between the second 
press and driers, or a roll on top of one of 
the driers, or by a system of water or steam 
finishing at the calenders, or by a combi- 
nation of any or all of them, as suits the 
case. 

Removing the wire marks by squeeze rolls 
while the paper is wet or damp is resorted 
to occasionally, but is objectionable on ac- 
count of the liability of the paper to stick 
to the rolls and make waste. The water 
finish is the cheapest and the easiest ar- 
ranged (I shall tell how it is used at another 
time),and while it is objectionable on account 
of sticking to the rolls occasionally, it gives 
a good finish and is very valuable on dark 
or colored papers, but is apt to give a white 
sheet a dull, heavy appearance. Steaming 
is undoubtedly the best form of finish at the 
machine cafenders, as it can be controlled 
and graded easier than-any other. 

In using the steam at the rolls the pipe 
should be arranged across the face of the 
rolls and about two inches from them, the 
perforated side facing the rolls and having 
a slight downward inclination toward the 
outlet; in closing this should be another 
pipe or jacket of brass piping with a slot 
cut across the length of it and placed 
directly in front of the perforated part of 
the inner pipe. This catches and carries off 
all drip or water from the steam pipe ; it is 
carried down on the discharge end of the 
pipe and under the floor to the waste way. 


Market Review.

THE MONEY MARKET. — The stock 
market was very irregular and yet the very 
large majority of moving shares closed at 
higher figures. The loan market was easy. 
Call loans on stock collateral ruled at 1@1% 
per cent., with large offerings. Time loan- 
ing rates were easy. Thirty days loans 
were nominally quoted at 2 per cent. ; sixty 
days contracts were made at 2%@3 per 
cent., and longer at 3@4 per cent. Com 
mercial paper continued dull with a smal} 
supply of good names. Rates were about 
334@4 per cent. for choice indorsed bills ; 
4@4% percent. for choice single names, 
and 5 per cent. for others. Paper of less 
desirable grades is still offered freely. 
Brokers report that their offices are almost 
bare of desirable paper ; yet rates for choice 
bills have been known to be slightly lower 
than those now quoted. The market for 
sterling was inactive and steady. Posted 
rates were 4.84% for 60 days and 4.87 for 
sight. Actual rates were 4.833(@4.84 for 
60 days and 4.853, @4.86 & for sight. 


THE PAPER TRADE.—There is nothing 
specially new in the market, and trade for 
the year has not yetopened out. There has 
been more demand for the past few days, as 
there generally is in the first week of every 
month. The specifications for the paper 
for the public printer are out, and bids are 
to be opened about the middle of the month. 
There were few changes in the market on 
the first of the year—probably fewer this 
year than ordinarily. 

JUTE BUTTS.—There have been some 
further resales of butts from paper makers’ 
hands, some of them going at 15{c. Other 
than this there has been no business. The 
cost of import is now 1.65c. 

WOOD PULP.—The market for ground 
wood is unchanged. There is a moderate 
trade in progress, but the call is not active. 

WOOD FIBRE.—Business is not active, 
although there is a slightly better move- 
ment than there has been. Domestic Soda 
is quoted at 34(@3xc. for Bleached. Do- 
mestic Sulphite is quoted at 23/@38c., as to 
quality, for Unbleached, and 3%@4c., for 
Bleached. Foreign grades are quoted as 
follows: Unbleached Pine, soda process, 
2.60@2.75¢.; Bleached, same process, 314@ 
8.90c.; Unbleached, sulphite process, 2.85@ 
3%c.; Bleached, do; 4%@5c.; Bleached 
Straw Pulp, 4@4%c. Imports this week ag- 
gregated 157 tons, being 56 tons from Chris- 
tiania and 101 tons from Rotterdam. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK. 
—Business is not of an important character, 
and while there is somewhat more inquiry 
it has not resulted in all cases in moving 
goods. Imports for the week aggregated 
3,430 bales and 157 tons, being 156 bs. rags, 
24 bs. paper, 157 tons of chemical fibre and 
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8,250 bs. manillas. Ports of shipment and 
quantities are as follows: Antwerp, 87 bs. 
manillas; Calcutta, 1,114 bs. manillas ; 
Christiania, 56 tons chemical fibre and 94 
bs. manillas; Central America, 156 bs. 
rags ; Dundee, 47 bs. manillas; Hamburg, 
20 bs. manillas; Hull, 184 bs. manillas ; 
Leith, 324 bs. manillas; Liverpool, 24 bs. 
papers, 1,380 bs. manillas; Rotterdam, 101 
tons chemical fibre.

‘“*The coal strike having now become a 
matter of history, we note a slight ease in 
such chemicals as had been forced to ex- 
treme prices, Caustic Soda being principally 
affected. Taken generally, however, there 
has been no serious decline, while there is a 
tendency toward increased firmness in Soda 
Ash, which still remains at a comparatively 
low figure. The trade has experienced con- 
siderable interruptions during the year now 
closing, at one time owing to an abnormally 


| restricted demand, and subsequently in con- 


sequence of the short supply of fuel, so that 
on broad lines we should look for a distinct 
revival in the coming year. Certainly there 
ought to be an improvement in the volume 
of shipments, especially to United States 
ports, and independent of any impetus that 
would eventually follow the adoption of the 
proposed tariff reforms. Fertilizers close 
quiet, after a somewhat exciting year, and 
it is worthy of note that Nitrate of Soda and 
Sulphate of Ammonia have showed distinct- 
ly independent fluctuations, each running 
on their own individual merits. Dried 
blood was driven up to dangerous prices 
some months ago, the nature of the demand 
causing also a marked difference in the pro- 
portionate value of high and low test. An- 
ticipations here are in favor of a good 
consumption next year.

Coating Non-Metallic Articles 
With Metal. 





This invention relates to the coating 
or plating with metal of non-metallic ar- 
ticles, such as paper, papier maché and | 
other fibrous or textile articles or natural 
objects, such as the leaves of plants, wood 
in various forms, or a combination of these | 
or other non-metallic materials. 

It consists in first covering the article to 
be plated with a suitable medium containing | 
or upon which is subsequently placed metal | 
in a fine state of division, and then sub- | 
mitting the article to the action of nitrate | 
of silyer, The article so treated may then |

be electroplated in any ordinary way and 
with any of the usual metals. 

For instance, in coating or plating of a 
leaf of ivy, the leaf, being clean and dry, is 
momentarily immersed in a bath of fine 
varnish, such as copal, shellac or spirit var- 
nish, or other adhesive compound not solu- 
ble in water, with which is intimately mixed 
copper, tin or the like, ina minutely divided 
state. The leaf is then withdrawn and 
washed in water or brushed over to remove 


| any superfluous metal or varnish, and after 


preliminary drying, so that the medium is 
somewhat. set, is immersed for a period of 
about half a minute to five minutes ina 
bath of nitrate of silver, and on withdrawal 
therefrom is preferably again washed and 
dried, although this is not absolutely neces- 
sary, when it will be found to be coated 
with a precipitated or reduced metallic film 
of silver which can be further coated elec- 
trolytically with copper or other metals in 
any of the usual ways. 

If preferred the leaf may be immersed in 
or brushed over with pure varnish or other 
medium, and the copper, tin or the like ina 
fine state of division dusted on, and in lieu 
of varnish,as above described, collodion,

Chemical imports for the week were 1,007 
casks of bleaching powder, 250 drums of 
caustic soda, 744 casks and 2,876 bags of 
soda ash, 140 barrels of sal soda and 1,895 
bags of crude sulphur.

Electrolytic Alkali. 





The present position of the electroly- 
sis of salt appears to be that of certain pro- 
cesses, of which a good deal was said at 
their inception ; there is only one, the Snod- 
land apparatus, which has got beyond the 
purely experimental stage, At Snodland, 
after continuous working for more than 
eighteen months, gas retort carbon has 
been shown to be available as a practical 
electrolytic anode upon which to liberate 
chlorine, it being possible, as actually 
proved, to construct a cheap electrode frum 
it, having a life of six or eight months with- 
out renewal. 

The average electro-chemical efficiency 
is proved to be over 80 per cent., taking the 
round figure (nearly correct) of 210 ampére 
hours to the pound of salt, as NaC , and 
carrying the solution to 15 per cent. Na, O, 
which, of course, may then be dealt with in 
a well-known manner to produce the usual 
commercial forms of this article. 

There is now found to be no difficulty in 
producing the whitest of 70 per cent. soda by 
electrolysis, although we understand there 
was some little difficulty about the color at 
first; but this. by experience, has been com- 
pletely mastered and a pot can now be fin- 
ished and packed without the slightest 
doubt as to what its quality and strength 
are going to be. No causticizing plant is 
required, and therefore there are no lime- 
waste bottoms to get rid of. 

What was at one time considered a pos- 
sible difficulty has not turned out so serious 
as anticipated; that is, the salt thrown out 
on evaporating down the solution. This 
was thought to be an insuperable obstacle 
in some quarters, but, with the present 
strength of liquor, the salt left by the Snod- 
land electrolytic process does not as a rule 
exceed five per cent. 

As tothe chlorine gas this is apparently 
the better for being passed through a dry- 
ing chamber or a greater length of piping 
before passing into the lime chambers, but 
in the Snodland plant the chambers appear 
to have been placed too close to the elec- 


trolytic tanks, leaving barely any length of |

It was discovered after several years’
